>" SENSATIONAL STORY. 
_ CHARGES AGADNST JAPANESE. 
Noveniber 27,—Reuter 
the following com- 
munication from a foreign corres- 
pondent of “high standing in Man- 
churia. -He states that he can per- 
sonally vouch for its accuracy. 

“On the 23rd of Uctober, a force 
of 500 Japanese infantry, equipped 
with machine guns and field guns, 
Mukden to proceed to the pre- 
fectures east of Mukden. “They 
detrained at Fushun, whence they 
marched east and reached the prefec- 
tural centre of Hingking oc Friday, 
October 29. ae 

“From there they sent invitations to 
Koreans in the place, and surrounding 
district to repair to Hingking for 
Sunday the 3lst to keep the Japanese 
dynastic festival. Among those who 
responded in: good faith to the ic- 
vitation were nine Korean isti: 
Church leaders and others from 
Wangtsingmen,” These went as far 
as Tongchangtal, 25 li east of Hing- 
king where they were arrested. by 
Japanese soldiers and incarcerated.
